Jobs Needed For Graduates. 


REPORTS THAT SUITABLE JOB 

openings for graduates are scarce 
will not provide welcome news for the 
‘students in this province who shortly will 
complete their studies and enter the pro- 
fessional, commercial or industrial life of 
British Columbia. But next nfinth’s 
graduates -will not be the first class to 
leave university in relatively “tough” 
times of employment, nor the first (fo 
overcome such obstacles to their pro- 
gress. Men and women who left school 
in the ‘thirties and eventually found a 
place .in our economic life despite the 
depression could give good advice to 
those now facing a situation of somewhat 
similar, though far from equally severe, 
job shortage. 

Current conditions present a challenge 
to the new graduates. But they present 
one also to the business life of this 
province. The knowledge and ability that 
have been furthered at considerable pri- 
vate and public expense during the past 
four years are now about to be thrown 
on the market. Are there to be no takers 
among the companies 274 firms which 
form the backbone of British Columbia's 
economy? Here is a situation where 
a valuable B.C. product should find local 
purchasers. One of the few forms of 
trade which result in a loss to the pro 
ducer is the export of brains, and ail 


too many of our professionally trained 
men and women have had to seek Ameri- 
ean employers in past years. True, there 
is a limit to“how many workers the 
province can absorb in ary one year, but 
can we say that a territory of such vast 
resources and opportunities as ours is 
anywhere near that limit at present? 


The point has been raised by National, 


Employment office officials that sonie 
graduates may have to take laboring 
work until a more suitable opening is 
presented.. Here, again, no new ground 
is being broken. The so-called “hungry 
thirties” put many a Bachelor of Arts 
or Selence into the mines of ‘British 
Columbia, or on the farms or in the mills. 

Few -suffered unduly, and’ many 
profited by a close-up view of a different 
economic and social life from that to 
whieh they were aspiring. The present 
crop of graduates should prove no excep- 
tion. Specia) efforts, however, should 
be made to see that war veterans, who 
already have given up as much as four 
years of their lives in their country's 
service, should have to suffer no further 
delays in entering on their - proper 
careers. We repeat, the challenge is to 
the employers of B.C. as much as to the 
graduates, and it is one that should be 
met frankly and in a fully co-operative 
spirit of enterprise
